redto any One power to be named innature; being anentirelywel-ſorred 

and digeſted Confluence of all. Where the mo$t ſolide and graue,is made

Heſoone gauethatan anſwer: O (ſaid he 
Thou king of Archers) would twere thus with-me, 
Though thrice ſo much ſhame; nay, though infinite 
Were powrd about me; and that euery light 
In great heauen ſhining, witneſt all my harmes, 

So golden Yen {lumberd in mine Armes. 

The Gods againe laught; euen the watry ſtate - 
Wrung outa laughter : But propitiate 
Was ſtill for Mars, and pratd the God of fire 
He would diffolue him; offering the deſire 
He made to Joxe, to pay himſelfe, and ſaid, 

All due debrs,ſhould be, by the Gods repaid. 

Pay me, no words ({aid he) where deeds lend paine; 
Wretched the words arc,giuen for wretched men. 
How (hall I binde you in th'Immorrals fight 
If Aars be onceloos'd; nor will pay his right? 

Vulcan (ſaid he) if Marsſhould flic, nor ſce 
Thy rightrepaid, itſhould be paid by me: c 
Your word, fo giuen,I muſt accept (laid he) 

Which ſaid; he loofd them: Mars then ruſh from skic 
And ſtoop't cold Thrace . The laughing Deity 

For Cyprus was, and rooke her Paphian ſtate 
Where,She a Groze,ne're cur,hath conſecrate; 

All with Arabian odors fum'd; and hath 

An Altar there, at which the Graces bathe, 

And with immorrall Balms beſmooth herskin; 

Fit for the bliſſe, Immortals ſolace inz 

Deckt her in to-be-ſtudied attire, 454 

And apt to ſet beholders hearts on fire. 

This ſung the ſacred Muſe, whoſe notes and wotds 
The dancers feere kept;as his hands his cords. 

Viyſſes, much was pleaſed, andall the crew: 

This would the king have varied withanew 
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And pleaſing meaſure; and performedby 
Two, with whom none would ſtriuc in dancerie. 
And thoſe, his ſonnes were; that muſt therefore dance 
Alone, and onely to the harp aduance, 
Withourtthe words; And this ſweete couple, was 
Yong Halizs, and diuine Laodamas: 
Whodanc' a Ball dance. Then the rich-wrought Ball, 
(That Polybus had made, of purpleall) 
They tooke to hand : one threw it totheskie, 
And then danc't backe; the other (capring hie) 
Would ſurely catch ir, ere his footetoucht ground; 
And vp againe aduanc't itz and fo found 
The other, cauſe of dance; and then did he 
Dancelofty trickes; till next it cameto be 
His turne to catch; and ſerue the other ſtill. 
When they had keprit vp to cithers will, 
They then danc't ground tricks;oftmixt hand in hand, 
Anddid fo gracefully their change command, 
Thar all the other Youth that ſtood at paul, 
With deafning ſhouts,gaue them the great applauſe. ( 
Ylſſes to Alci- Then ſaid Vlyſſes;O paſt all men here 
_ Cleare,notin powre,but in deſert as clere, 
You ſaid your dancers, did the world ſurpafle, 
And they pcrforme it,cleare, and to amaze. . 
This wonne Alcinows heart;and equal priſe 
Hegaue Yyſſes; ſaying; Matchleſſe wiſe 
(Princes,and Rulers) I perceiue our gueſt; 
And therefore let our hofpitable beſt 
In fitting gifts be giuen him : twelue chiefe kings 
There are that order all the gloriousthings 
Ofthis our kingdome; and the thirteenth, 
Exiſt, as Crownetoall: letinſtantly 
Be thirteene garments giuen him : and, of gold 
Precious, and fine, a Talent, While we hold 
This our aſſembly; beall fetchr,and giuen; 
That toour feaſt prepar'd, as to his heauen 
One gueſt may enter. And that nothing be 
Left vnperformd, that fits his dignity; 
Euryali ſhall here conciliate 
Himſelfe, with words and gifts; ſincepaſt our rate 
He gaue bad language. This didall commend 
And giueincharge; and euery king did ſend 
His Herald for his gift. Zaryalus, 
(Anſwering for his part)ſaid; Alcinow! 
Ourchiefe of all; ſince you command, I will 
To this our gueſt, by all meanesreconcile; 
And giue him this entirely mettald ſword: 
The handle maſlic filuer, and the bord 
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That giucs it couer, all of Ivorie,” 
New,andin all kinds, worth his qualitic. 

This put he ſtrair into his hand, and ſaid:

This ſaid; athwart his ſhoulders he put on - 
The right faire {\word; and thendid ſet the Sunne. 
When all the gifts were brought;which backe againe 
(With King A/cinows,in all the traine) 
Were by the honourd Heralds borne to Courts 
Which his faire ſonnes tooke; and from the reſort 
Laid by their reuerend Mother. Each his throne, 
Ofall the Pceres (which yet were ouerſhone 
In King A/cinous command) aſcended: 
Whom he,to paſſe as much in gifts contended; 
And to his Queene, ſaid: Wife! ſee brought me here 
The faireſt Cabinet I haue; and there 
Impoſe a well-cleanſd,in,and vtter weed; 
A Caldron heate with water, that with ſpced 
Our Gueſt well bath'd, andallhis gifts made ſure, 
It may aioyfull appetite procure .

Of ſuch vaſt obies. When,arriud fo nic; 
Some of my lou'd friends, I made ſtay aboord, 
Toguard my ſhip; and twelue,with me I ſhord, 
The choice of all. I rooke beſides along, 

A Goat-skin flagon of wine,blacke and ſtrong, 
That Mare did preſent; Euarntheuslonne, 

And Prieſt to Phzbus, who had manſion 

In Thracian 1/marus (the Towne tooke) 

He gauc it mc; ſince I (with reuerence ſtrooke, 
Of his graue place, his wife and childrens good) 
Freedall of violence. Amidſta wood 

Sacred to Phzbus, ſtood his houſe; from whence 
He fercht me gifts of varied excellence; 

Seuen talents of fine gold aboll all fram'd 

Of maſſe filuer, But his gift,moſt fam'd, 

Was twelue great veſſels, filld with ſuchrich wine, 

As was incorruptible,and diuine. 
 Hekeptitas his iewell, which none knew 

But he himſclfe,Fis wife, and he that drew. 

It was ſo ſtrong, that-neuer anyfilld 

A cup,where that was but by drops inſtilld, 

Anddrunke it off; but twas before allaid 

With twentic parts in water; yet ſo ſwaid 

Thefpirir of tharlitle, that the whole, "0 = 

A ſacred odour breath'd about the boll. . Vieum Maro» 
Had you the odour ſmelt,and ſentit caſt, | re gy oh 
It would have vext you to forbearethe taſte. 

But then (the taſte gaind too) the ſpirit it wrought, 
Todarethings high, fet vpan end my thought. 
Of this, a huge great flagon full I bore, 

And in agood large knapſacke,viRtles ſtore; 
Andlongd to ſee this heape of fortitude, 

Thatſo illiterate was,and vpland rude, 

Thatlawes divine nor humane he had learnd. 

With ſpzed we reachtthe Cauerne, nor diſcernd 
His preſence there. His flocks he fed ar field. 

. Entring his den; each thing beheld,did yeeld 

Ouradmiration:ſhclues with cheeſes heapt; 

Sheds ſtuft with Lambs and Math ans * Id 


Diſiin& 
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' Downe by his den he threw it; and vp roſe 


Diſtinct the biggeſt; the more meane diſtinct; 
Diſtin& the yongeſt, And in their precinct 
(Proper and placetull) ſtood the troughs and palles, 
In which he milkt; and what was giuen atmeales, 
Set vpa creaming:in the Euening ſtill, 
All ſcouring bright,as deaw vpon the hill, 

Then were my fellowes inſtantto conuay 
Kids,cheeſes,lambs,aſhip-boord; and away 
Saile the ſalt billow, | thought beſt,not fo, 
But better otherwiſe; and firſt would know, 
Wiar gueſt-gitts he would ſpare me. Little knew 


' My friends,o0n whom they would haue prey: his view 


Prou'd after,that his inwards were too rough 

For ſuch bold vſage: we were bold enough, 

In what I ſufferd; which was thereto ſtay, 

Make fireand feed there,though bearenone away. 
There ate we,till we ſaw him feeding come, , 
And on his necke a burthen lugging home, 

Moſt highly huge of Sere-wood; which the pile 
Thar fed his fire, ſupplide all ſupper while, 


Atumult with the fall. Afraid, we cloſe 
Withdrew our ſelues,while he into a Caue 
Ofhuge reccit,his high-fed cattell draue, 


Allthathe milkt, the males he left without 


His loftie roofes, that all beſtrowd about 

With Rams and buck-goates were. Andthen arocke . 
Helift aloft, that damd vp to his flocke, 
The doore they enterd: twas ſo hard to wield, 

That two and twentie Waggons, all foure-wheeld, 
(Could they be loaded,and haue teames that were 
Proportion to them) could not ſtirreit there. 
Thus,making ſure, he kneeld and milkt his Ewes, 

And braying Goares, with all a milkers dnes. k 
Then let in all their yong:then,quicke did drefſe, 

His halfe milke vp for cheeſe, andin a preſſe 

Of wicker preſt itz put in bolls the reſt, 


'Todrinke,andeate, and ſerue his ſupping feaſt. 


All works diſpatcht thus; hc began his fire, 
Which blowne, he ſaw vs; and did thus enquire: | 
Ho!Gueſts!what are ye? whence faile ye theſe ſeas? 
Trafficke,or roue yerand like theeues oppreſſe 
Poore ſtrange aduenturers, expoling fo 
Yourſoules todanger, and your liues to wo? 
This vttzrd he;when Feare from our hearts tooke 
The very lifc; to be ſo thunder-ſtrooke 
With ſuch a voice, and ſuch a monſter ſee, 
But thus I anſwerd:Eriing Greciars we, 
Froin 
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From Troy were turning homewards; but by farce 
Of aducr{c winds, in far-diuerted cowrle, 

Such vnknowne waics tooke, and oa rude ſeas toft, 
(As Joue decreed) are caſt vpon this Coaſt, 

Of Agamemnon (famous Atrews ſanne) 
We boalt our (clues the fouldierszwho hath wonne 
Renowme that reacheth heauenzto ouerthrow 

So great a Citic, and to ruine {o, 

So many nations. Yct at thy knees lic 

Ourproſtrate boſomes, forc't with praires to tric, 

If any hoſpitable right,or Boone 

Of other nature, (ſuch as haue bin wonne 

By lawes of other houſes) thou wilt giue. 
Reverence the Gods,thou grearſtof all that line. 
We ſuppliants are; and hoſpitable age 


Potres wreake on all, whom praires wantpowre to moue: 


And with their plagues,together will prouide, 

Thathumble Gueſts ſhall haue their wants fupplide. 
He cruelly anſwerd:O thou foole (ſaid he) 

Tocome ſo farre,and to importune me 

With any Gods feare,or obſerued laue; 

We Cyclops care not for your Goat-fed /ave; 

Nor other Bleſtones; we are bercer farre. 

To nzehimſelfe,dare I bid open warre; 

Tothee,and all thy fellowes gf 1 pleale. 

But tell me:where's the ſhip,that by the ſeas 

Hath brought thee hither? If fatreoff,or ncare; 

Informe me quickly. Theſe his tempeings were. 

But I,too much knew , not to know his mind, 

And craft,with craft paid; telling him the wind 

(Thruſt vp from Sea,by him that ſhakes the Shore) 

Haddaſhr our ſhips againſt his racks, and tore 

Her ribs in pecces, cloſe vpon his Coaſt; 

And we from high wracke ſau'd; the reſt were loſt, \ 
He anſwerd nothing; but ruſht in,and tooke 

Twoof my fellowes vp from earth,and ſtrooke 

Their braines againſt it. Like two whelps they flew 

About his ſhoulders; and did all embrew 

The bluſhing earth. No mountaine Lion tore 

Two Lambs ſo ſtcrnly; lapt vp all their gore, 

Guſht from their torne-vp bodies; lim by lim, 

(Trembling with life yet) rauiſht into him. 

Both fleſh and marrow-ſtuffed bones he cate, 

Andeuen th'vncleanſed entrails made his meate. 

We weeping,caſt our hands toheauen, toview, 

A ſight ſo horrid. Deſperation flew 

\Vith all our afcer liues,to inſtant death, 

Inour belceu'd deſtruRtion, But when breath, 
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The fury of his appetite had got, 

Becauſe the gulfe his belly,rcacht histhrote; 

Mans fleſh,and Goatcs milke, laying laire on laite,

Along his den, amongſt his cattell, downe

Deſperate, to ſtep in; draw my ſword,and part 

His boſome,whererhe ſtrings about the heart 

Circle the Liuer, and adde ſtrength of hand, 

_. Buttharraſh chought,More ſtaid, did countermand; 
For there we all had = ſince it paſt 

Our powres to lift aſidg alog ſo vaſt, 

Asbarrd all outſcape; and ſo figh'd away 

The thought all Night, expeQting actiue Day. 

Which come, he firſt of all, his fire enflames, 

Then milks his Goates and Ewes;then to their dams 

Lets in their yong; and wondrous orderly, 

With manly haſte,diſpatchr his houſwifery. 

Then to his Breakfaſt, ro which,other ewo 

Of my poore friends went: which cate; outthen go 

His heards and fat flocks; lightly putting by 

Thechurliſh barre, and cloſde it inſtantly, 

For both thoſe works,with caſe, as much he did, 

As you would ope and ſhut your Quiuerlid. 

With ſtormes of whiſtlings then, his flocks he draue 
Vpto the mountaines;and occaſion gaue =» 
For me to vie my wits; which totheir heighr, 

I triu'd to skrew vpz thata vengeance might 

By ſome meanes fall from thence; and Pa/l/asnow 
Aﬀeoord a full care to my needicſt vow, 

This then, my thoughts preferd:a huge club lay 
Cloſe by his milk-houſe which was now in way 

| Todrie,and ſeaſon; being an Oliue tree 

Which late he feld; and being greene,mulſt be 
Made lighter for his manage. was fo valt, 

That we reſembl'd it to ſome fit Maſt, 

To ſeruea ſhip of burthen,thar was driuen 

With twentic Ores; and hada bignefle Mo 

To bearea huge ſea. Full ſo thicke, ſo ral 

We iudgdthis club;which l,in part,hewd ſmall, 
Angl cut a fathome off, The peece l gaue 

Amongſt my ſouldiers,to take downe, and ſhaue 
Which done, I ſharpn'd itar trop, and then 
 (Hardn'd in fire) I hid it in the den, 
Withina naſtie dunghill reeking there, 
Thicke,and ſo moiſt,it ifſude every where. 
Then madel lots caſt, by my triendsto tric, 
Whole fortune ſcrud todare the bor'd out eie 
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Ofthat man-cater:and the lot did fall 
On foure I wiſht to make my aid,of all, 
And I,the fift made, choſen like the reſt. 

Then came the Euenzand he came from the feaſt 
Of his far catrell; draue in all;nor kept 
One male abroad: if,or his memory ſlept 
By Gods dire@ will, or of purpoſe was 
His driuing in of all then, doth ſurpaſle 
My comprehenſion. But he cloſde againe 
The mightie barre; milke, and did ſtill maincaine 
All other obſeruation,as before. 
His wotke, all done; two of my fouldiers more, 
At once he ſnatcht vp, and to ſupper went. 
Then dar'd I words to him, anddidpreſfent 
A boll of wine,with theſe words: Cyc/opitake 
A boll of wine from my hand,that may make 
Way for the mans fleſh thou haſt eatez and ſhow 
What drinke our ſhip held; which in ſacred vow, 
I offer to thee; to take ruth on me 
In my diſmiſſion home. Thy rages be 
Now no more ſufferable. How ſhall men 
(Mad and inhumane thar thou art) againe 
Greet thy abode,and get thy ations grace, 
If thus thou rageſt,and catſt vp their race. 

He tooke,and drunke; and vehemently joyd 
To taſte the {iveet cup; and againe employd 
My flagons powre;entreating more,and ſaid: 
Good Gueſt,againe affoord my taſte thy aid; 
Andlet me know thy name; and quickly now; 
That in thy recompence I may beſtow 
A hoſpitable gift on thy deſert; 
Andſucha one as ſhall rcioyce thy heart, 
For to the Cylops too, the gentle Earth 
Beares generous wine; and Powe augments her birth, 
In ſtore of ſuch,with ſhowres, But this rich wine, 
Fell from the riuer that is meere diuine, 
Of Nedar and Ambroſia.This againe 
Igaue him; and againe; nor could the foole abſtaine, 
But drunke as often, When the noble Iuyce 
Had wrought vpon his ſpirit; I then gaue vſe 
Tofairer language; ſaying: Cylop!now 
As thou demand(t, Ile tell thee my namezdo thou 
Make good thy hoſpitable gift to me; 
My name is Vo-Man; N o-Man, each degree 
Of friends,as well as parents, call my name. 
He anſwerd, as his cruell ſoule became: 
No-Man!Tleeate thee laſt ofall thy friends; 
And this is that,in which ſo much amends 
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Simzle. 


Smile, 


 Andatthe ſhanke,helpe others,with acord 


'Flowd freſhly forth; and,mad,he hurl d the wood 


I vowd to thy deſervings; thus ſhall be 

My hoſpitable gift,made good to thee. 

This ſaid; he vpwards fell;but then bent round 

His fleſhie necke; and S/eepe (with all crownes,crownd) 
Subdude the Sauage.From his throte brake out 

My wine,with mans fleſh gobbers,likea ſpour; 

When loded with his cups,he lay and ſnor'd. 

And then tooke I the clubs end vp, and gord 

The burning cole-heape,that the point mightheate, 
Confirmd my fellowes minds, leſt Feare ſhould let 
Their vowd afſay, and make them flie my aid. 

Strait was the Oliue Leuer,l had laid 

Amidſt the huge fire,to ger hardning, hor; 

And glowd extremely ,though twas greene; (which got 
From forth the cinders) cloſe about me ſtood 

My hardie friends: but that which did the good, 

Was Gods good inſpiration,that gaue 

A ſpirit beyond theſpirit they vide to have: 

Who tooke the Oliue ſparre,made keene before, 
Andplungi it in his eye:and vpI bore, 

Bent to the top cloſe; and helpt poureitin, 

With all my forces: And as you haue ſeene 
A ſhip-wright bore a nauall beame; he oft | 
Thruſts at the Awgurs Froofe; works (till aloft, | 


Wound round abour, to make it ſooner bor'd, 
All plying the round ſtill:So into his eye, 

The firie ſtake,we labourd to imply, 

Out guſht the blood that ſcalded, his eye-ball 
Thruſt out a flaming vapour, that ſcorchr all 
His browes and eye-lids;his eye-ſtrings did cracke, | | 


As in,the ſharpe and burning rafter brake. 

And asa Smith to harden any toole, 

(Broad Axe,or Mattocke) in his Trough doth coole 
The red-hote ſubſtance,that ſo feruent is, 
Ir makes the cold wave ſtrait to ſeethe and hifle: 
Soſod,and hizd his eye about the ſtake. 

He roar'd withall, andall his Cauerne brake 

In claps like thunder. We,did frighted flie, 
Diſperſt in corners. He from forth his cie, 

The fixed ſtake pluckt: after which,the blood 


About his houill.Out he then did cric 

For other Cyclops,that in Cauernes by, 
Vpona windie Promontoriedwelld, 
Who hearing how impetuouſly he yelld, 
Ruſhiteucry way about him; and enquir'd, 
What ill afflited him, thathe expird 
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Such horrid clamors; and in ſacred Night, 

To breake their ſleepes ſo? Askt him,if his fright 

Camefrom foine morrall,that his flocks had driuen* 

Or if by cratt,or might, his death were giuen? 

He anſwerd from his den;By craft,nor might, 

No man hath giuen me death. They then {aidrightz 

If no man hurt thee, and thy ſelfe alone; 

That which is done to theeyby zoe is done. 

And what great /ove inflits,no man can flie; 

Pray to thy Father yer,*a Deitiez 

And proue, from him,if thou canſthelpe acquire. 
Thus ſpake they, leauing him. When all on fire, 

My heart'with ioy was;that ſo well my wit, 

And name deceiu'd him;,whom now paine did ſplit; 

And groning vp and downe, he groping tride, 

To find theſtone,which found, he put afides 

But in the doore fate, feeling if he could 

(As his ſheepe iſſude) on ſome man lay hold, 

Eſteeming me a foole, that could deuiſe 

No ſtratageme to ſcape his groſle ſurpriſe. 

ButI,contending what I could inuent, 

My friends and me,from death ſoimminent, 

Toget deliuerd:all my wiles I woue, 

(Life being the ſubieR) and did this approve, 

Fat fleecic Rams,moſt faire,and great, lay there, 

That dida*burthen like a Violet beare. 

Theſe(while this learn'd in villanie did {leepe) 

I yokt with Oftcrs cut there,ſheepe toſheepe; 

Three in a ranke; and ſtill the mid ſheepe bore 

A man about his belly:the rwo more, 

Marcht on his each fide for defence. I then, 

Chufing my ſelfe the faircſt ofthe den, 

His fleecie belly vnder-crept; embrac't 

His backe, and in his rich wooll wrapt me faſt 

With both my hands, arm'd with as taſta mind. 

And thus each man hung,tillthe Morning ſhin'd; 

Which come, he knew the houre, and letabroad 

His male-flocks firſt: the females,vnmilkt ſtood 

Bleating and brayingztheir full bags fo ſore, 

With being vncmpticd;but their ſhepheard more, 

With being vnſighted;which was cauſe, his mind 

Wentnota milking, He (to wreakeenclin'd)

Nor cuer knew,that any ofthem bore 

Vpon his belly, any man hefore. 

Thelaſt Ram came topaſſe him,with his wooll, 

And me together,loded tothe full: 
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For there did I hang:and that Ram he ſtaid, 
And me withall had in his hands; my head 
Troubl'd the while, not cauſleſly, norleaſt. 
This Ram he grop't,and ralkt to:Lazie beaſt! 
Why laſt art thou now? thou haſt neuer vide |, 
To lag thus hindmoſt:but ſtill firſt haſt bruſde 
The tender bloſſome of a flowre; and held 
State in thy ſteps,both to the flood and field: 
Firſt ſtill at Fold,at Euen; now laſt remaine? 
Doeſt thou not wiſh I had mine eycagaine, 
Which that abhord man X 0-Mardid put out, 
Aſſiſted by his execrable rout,' 
When he had wrought me downe with wine? but he 
Muſt not eſcape my wreake ſo cunningly. 
I would to heauen thou knewſt, and could but ſpeake, 
To tell me where he lurks now;I would breake 
His braine aboat my Cave, ſtrewd here and there, 
To caſe my heart of thoſe foulc ils,that were 
Thiinflitions of a man,I priſde at novghr. 
Thus ler he him abroad;when I (once brought 
A litle from his hold) my {elfc firſt loſde, 
And next, my friends. Then draue we, and diſpoſde, 
His ſtrait-leggd fat fleece-bearers ouer land, 
Euen till they all were in my ſhips command, 
* ' And to our lou'd friends,(hewd our praid-fot fight, 
| Eſcap't from death, But for our lofſe, outright 
They brake in teares;which with a looke I ſaid, 
And bad them take our Boote in. They obaid; 
. And vp we all wenr, fate,and videour Ores, 
But having left as farre the ſauage ſhores, 
As one might heare a voice;we then might ſee 
The Cyclop at the hauen,;when inſtantly 
| I ſtaid our Ores, and this inſultance v{de: 
gs py Cyclpithou ſhouldſt not have ſo much abuſde 
«bi Thy monſtrous forces, to oppoſe their leaſt, 
Apainſt a man immartiall,and a gueſt, | 
Andeate his fellowes:thou mightſt know there were 
Someils behind (rude ſwaine) for thee to beare; 
That feard not to deuoure thy guefts, and breake 
All lawes of humanes: oe ſends therefore wreake, 
Andall the Gods, by me. This blew the more 
He's burning furie;when the top he tore 
From off a huge Rocke; and fo right a throw 
Madearour ſhip,that juſt before the Prow, 
It ouerflew and fell: miſt Maſt and all 
Exceeding litle; bur about the fall, 
So fierce a waue It raiſd, that backe ir bore 
Ourſhip ſo farre, it almoſt touch: the ſhore, 
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A bead-hooke then (a far-extended one) 
I ſnatcht vp,thruſt hard, and ſo ſet vs gone 
Some litle way; and ſtraitcommandedall 
To helpe me with their Oresz onpaine to fall 
ine on our confulton.Buta ſigne, 

Iwith my head made; and their Ores were mine, 
In all performance. When we off were ſet, 
(Then firſt, twice further)my heart was ſo great, 
It would againe prouoke him:but my men | 
On all ſides ruſht about me,to containe; 
And faid: Vahappic!why will you prouoke 
A man ſo rude; that with ſo'dead a ſtroke, 
Giuen with his Rock-dart, made the ſeathruſt backe 
Our ſhipſo farre;and neare hand forc'tour wracke? 
Should he againe,but heare your voice reſound, 
And any word reach; thereby would be found 
His Darts dire&tion;which would,in his fall, 
Cruſh peece-meale vs,quite ſplit our ſhip and all, 
Somuch dart weilds the monſter, Thus vrgd they 
Impoſſible things,in feare; but I gaue way 
To that wrath,which ſo long I held depreſt, 
(By great I eceſsitie conquerd) in my brelſt. 

Cyclop! if any aske thee, who impolde 
Th'voſghtly blemiſh that thine eyc encloſde; 
Say that Y1y//es (old Laertesſonne, 
Whoſe ſeate is /thaca;and who hath wonne 
Surname of Citie-racer) bor'd it out. 

Atthis,he braiJ ſo loud, that round about 
He draue affrighted Ecchoes through the Aire 
And faid:O beaſt! I was premoniſht faire, 
By aged Prophecic, in one that was 
A great,and good man; this ſhould come to paſſe, 
And how tis proud now?:_Aveur Telemns, 
Surnam'd Eurymedes (that ſpent with vs 
His age in Augurze; and did exceed 
Inall preſage of Truth) ſaidall this deed, 
Should this cuent take; author'd by the hand 
Of one/1y/es; who Ithought was mand 
With great and goodly perſonage;and bore 
Avertue anſwerable:and this ſhore c 
Should ſhake with weight of ſucha conqueror, 
When now a weakling came, a dwarfie thing, 
Athingofnothing;whoyectwitdid bring, 
That brought ſupply to all;and with his wine, 
Put outthe flame, where all my light didſhine. 
Come,land againe,/1y/Jes|thatmy hand, 
May Guelt-rites giue thee;and the greatcommand, 
That Nepruxc hathat ſea, I may conuert 
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TothededuQion,where abides thy heart, 

With my ſollicitings;whoſe SonneT am; 

And whoſe fame boaſts to beare my Fathersname. 
Northinke my hurt offends me; for my Sire 
Can ſoone repoſe in it the viſuall fire, 

Art his fice pleaſurezwhich no powre beſide 
Can boaſt:of men,or of the Deifide. 

I anſwerd: Would to God I could compel 
Both life and ſoule from thee; and ſendeo hell 
Thoſe ſpoiles of nature. Hardly Nepranethen 
Could curethy hurt, and giue thee all again. 

Then flew fierce vowes to I gpteme;both his hands 
To ſtarre-borne heauen caſt:O thou that all lands 
Girdſt in thy ambient Cixde, andinaire 
Chak'ſt the curld Treſſes of thy Saphire harre; 

If Tbethine, or thou maiſt iuſtly vant, 


' Thou art my Father:heare me now, and gram 


That this //y//es (old Zaertes fonne, 

That dwels in #haca; and name hath wonne 
Of Citic-ruiner) may neuer reach 

His naturall region. Or if to fetch, 


That,and the fight of his faire roofesand friends, 


_ Befatall to himylet him that Amends 


For all his miſcrics, long time andill, 


- Smart for,and faile of:nor that Fate fulfill, 
_ Tillall his ſouldiers quiteare caſt away 


In others ſhips. And when, at laſt, the day 
Of his ſolc-landing,ſhall his dwelling ſhow, 
Let Detriment prepare him wrongs enow. 
Thus praid he Neptune; who, his Sire appeard; 
Andall his praire.to cuery ſyllable heard. 
But thena Rocke,in ſize more amplified 
Then firſt, he raviſht to himzand implied 
A diſmall ſtrength in it; when (wheeld about) 
He ſent it after vs; nor flew it our 
From any blind aime; for alitle paſſe 
Beyond our Forc-decke,from the fall there was: - 


With which the ſca, our ſhip gaue backevpon, 


And ſhrunke vp into billowes from rhe ſtone; 

Ourſhip againe repelling,neare as neare 

The ſhore as firſt. But then our Rowers were 

(Being warnd, more armd)and ſtronghier ſtemd the flood 
Thar bore backe on vs, till our ſhip made good 

The other Iland, where our whole Fleet lay, 

In which our friends lay mourning for our ſtay; 

And euery minute lookt when we ſhould land. 

Where (nowarriu'd) we drew vp to the ſand; 

The Cyclops ſheepe diuiding, that none there 
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(Otall our priuates) might be wrung, and beare 
Too much on powre. TheRam yerwas alone, 
By all my friends,made all myportion, 
Abouecall others; and I made him then, 
A*facrifice for me,and all my men, 


To cloud-compelling ue, that all commands. No ocraſion let 
To whom I burnd the Thighs: but my ſad hands, eſſe to Paſſes 
Receiu'd no grace fromhim; who ſtudied how -s ſnguler wit 
To offer,men and fleete to Owerthrow, and wiſcdonm. 


All day,till Sun-ſer yer, we fate and cate 
And liberall ſtore tooke in,of wine and meate, 
The Sunne then downe, and placereſign'd to ſhade, 
Wellept, Morne came, my men raiſd,and made 
All goaboord; weigh Anker,and away.

They op'tthe bag,and out the vapours brake;

My ſelfe to ruine inthe ſeas; or taſte 
Amongſttheliuing more mone,and ſuſtaine* 
Silent , I did ſo; and lay hid againe 
Beneath the hatches : while an ill winde tooke

Our whole fleete,in we got; in whole receipt 
OurStyps lay anchord cloſe : nor needed we 
Feare harme on any * ſtates; Tranquillzite 
So purely ſate there : that waves great, nor ſmall 
Dideuerriſeto any heightatall. 
And yet would I, no entrie make; but ſtaid 
Alone without the hauen, and thence ſuruaid 
From out aloftie watch-towre raiſed there, 
The Countrie round about: norany where 
The worke of man or beaſt,appeard to me; 
Onely a ſmoke from earth breake, I might ſee. 
I then made choice of twoz and added more, 
A Herald for affociate, to &xplore

She cheriſht with her ſong: the pauement rings, 

With imitation of the tunes ſhe ſings;

Toſee with knocking. Thus ſaid he; and they 

Both knock, and calld; and ſtraight her ſhining gates * 

She opened, iſſuing : bade them in, tocates. 

Led, and (vnwile) they follow'd; all, but one 

Which was Ewrylochus, who ſtoodalone 

Withour the gates; ſuſpicious of a ſleight, 

They enterd, ſhe made fit; and her deceit 

She cloakt with Thrones;and goodly chaires of States 

Set hearby honey,and thedelicate 

Wine brought from Smyrne, to them; meale and cheeſe; 

But harmefull venoms, the commixt with theſes 

That madetheir Countrey vaniſh fromtheir thought. 

Which,cate; ſhe touchtthem, with arod that wrought 

Their transformation, farre paſt humane wunts; 

Swines ſnowts, {wines bodies, tooke they, briſtles, grunts; 

But ſtill retaind the ſoules they had before; 

Which made them mourne their bodies change the more. 

She ſhut them ſtraight in ſties, and gaue them meate 

Oke-maſt, and beech,and Cornell fruite,they cate,

Wentin diſcouery: tillatlaſt I came 
Where, ofthe maine. nredcine-making Dame 
I ſaw the great houſe: where, encounterd me, 
The golden-rod-ſuſtaining Mercarie, 
Euenentring Circes doores. He met mein 
Ayong mans likenefle, of the firſt-fowr'dchin, 
W hoſe forme hathall the grace, of one ſo yong: 
He firſt cald tome : then my hand, he wrung, 
And ſaid; Thouno-place-finding-tfor repoſe; 
Whithgr , alone, by theſc hill-contines, goes 
Thy ering foote? Thart entring Circes houſe, 
Where, (by her medcines, blacke, and forcerous ) 
Thy ſouldiers all are ſhut, in well-armd ſtics, 
And turnd to ſwine.

If once thou enterſt. Likethy men before

By Bacchus witneſt) was the fatall wane

By dread Aean Circe;and the beſt =T 
Of Soules, and Prophets,the blind T heban Seer, 
The wiſe Tireſias, who was graue decreer 
Of my returnes whole meanes, Of which, this one 
In chiefe he vrg'd; that I ſhould alwaies ſhunne 
 Fhelland of the Man-delighting Sunne. 
When, (ſad at heart for our latelofle) I praid 
My friends to heare fit counſaile, (though diſmaid 
With all ill fortunes) which was giuen co me 
By Circes, and Tireſsas Prophecie, 
ThatT ſhould fliethe Ile, where was adord 
The Comfort of the world : for ills,abhorr'd 
Were ambuſht for vs there; and therefore, willd 
They ſhould putoff, and lcauethe Ile. This killd 
Their tender ſpirits; when Earylochus 
A ſpeech thar vext me vtter'd, anſwering thus: 
Crucll Yhyſſes ! Since thy nerves abound. 
In ſtrength, the more ſpent; and no toyles confound 
Thy able lims, as all beate out of ſteelez 
Thouableſt vs to, as vnaptro feele 
Thetceth of Labor, andthe ſpoile of Shkepe, 
And therefore ſtill, wet waſt vs in the deepe; 
Norletvs land to cate; but madly, now; 
| In Night, put forth, andleaue firme land to ſtrow 
The Sea with errors, All the rabide flight 
Of winds that ruine ſhips, arebred in Night. 
Who is it, that can keepe off cruell Death, 
If ſuddainly ſhould ruſh outthangry breath 
Of Notes, or the eager-ſpirired Welt? 
That cuffe ſhips, dead; and do the Gods their beſt! 
Serve black Night ſtill, with ſhore,meare,fleepe,and caſe

Our ſhip afforded, nor attempt the blood 
Ofthoſe faire Herds and Flocks, becauſe they were, 
That dreadfull Gods, thatallcould ſee, and heare. 

They ſtood obſeruant, and in that good mind 
Had we bene gone : butſo aduerſe the wind 
Stood to our paſſage, that we could notgo. 
For one whole moneth, perpetually did blow 
Impetuous Notw:znot a breaths repaire 
But his, and Earw.,ruld inallthe Aire. 
Aslong yet, as their ruddy wine, and bread 
Stood out amongſt them; ſo long, nota head 
| Ofallthoſe Oxen, fell inany ftrife 
Amongſt thoſe ſtudents for the gur, and life. 
But when their vidtles faild, they fell to prey: 
Neceſstie compell'd them then, to ſtray 
In rape of fiſh, and fowle: whateuer came 
In reachof hand or hoekezthe bellics lame 
Afflited got. I then, fell ropraire, 
And (making to acloſc Retreate, repaire 


Free from, both friends, and winds)I waſht my hands, 


Andall the Gods beſoughr, that held commands 

In liberall heauen; to yeeld ſome meane to 

Their deſperate hunger; and ſer vp the way 

Of out returne reſtraind, The Gods, in ſteed 

Of giving what I prayd for, powre of deed; 

Adeedleſle ſlcepe, did on my lids diſtill, 

For meane to worke vpon,my friends their fill, 

; For, whiles Ilept, there wak'tno meane to cutb 

Their headſtrong wants; which he that did diſturb 

My rule, in chicte, at all times, and waschiefe 

Toallthe reſt in counſaile to their griefes 

Knew well, and of, my preſentabſence rooke 
| | R 5 
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His fir aduantage; and their iron ſtrooke 
At higheſt hcate. For (fecling their defire 
In his owne Entrailes, to allay the fire 
That Famine blew in them) he thus gaue way 
To that affeQion : Heare what I ſhall ſay, 
(Though words will ſtanch no hunger) cuery death 
Tovs poore wretches, that draw termporall breath, 
| You know, is hatefull; but all know,to die 
"The Death of Famzne, isa milſeric 
Paſt all Death loathſome. Let vs therefore take 
The chiefe of this faire herd; and offerings make 
To all the Deathlefſe that in broad heauen liue; 
And, in particular, yow, if we arriue 
In naturall /chacs, to ſtrait ere 
A Templeto the haughtic in aſpect; 
Rich,and magnificent, and all within 
Decke it with Relicks many, and diuine. 
If yer, he ſtands incenſt, fince we haue ſlaine 
His high-browd herd; and therefore will ſuſtaine 
Deſire ro wracke our ſhip : he is but one;

If not; and all take part, I rather craue 
To ſerue with one ſole Death,the yawning waue;

- Allcried, He counſailesnobly; and all ſpeed 
Made totheir reſolute driving. For the feed 
Ofthoſe coleblacke,faire,broad-browd,Sun-lou'd Beeues: 
Had place, cloſe by our ſhips. They tooke the liues 
Of ſence,moſt eminent, Abour thei fall 
Stood round, and to the Stares celeſtiall 
Made ſolemne vowes: Bur, other Rites,their ſhip 
Could not afford them; they did theretore ſtrip 
The curld-head Oke, of freſh yong leaues, to make 
Supply of ſeruice for their Barly cake. 
And,on the ſacredly enflam'd, for wine 
Powrd pureſt water all the parts divine 
Spitting, and roſting : all the Rites beſide 
Orderly vſing. Then didlight diuide 
My low, and vpper lids; when,my repaire 
Made neare my ſhip; I met the delicate ayre 
Their roſt exhal'd. Out inſtantly I cried; 
And ſaid, O 7oxe,andall ye Deificd, 
Ye haue oppreſt me with acruell ſleepe; 
While ye conferd on me, a loſſe as 
. As Death deſcends to. Tothemſfclues, alone = 
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My rude men, left vngouernd, they haue done 
A deed ſo impious,(T ſtand well aſlur'd) 
That you will not forgiue,thoughyeprocurd. 

Then flew Zempetie, with the ample Robe, 

Vp to her Father, with the golden Globe, 
Ambaſſadreſſetinforme him, that my men 

Had ſlaine his Oxen, Hcart-incenſed then; 

He cried; Reuenge me( Father, andthe reſt 
Botheuer living, and for euer bleſt. ) 

Ylyſſes impious men, haue drawnethe blood 

Of thoſe my Oxen, that it did me good * 
Tolookeon, walking, all my ſtarrie round, 

And when I trod earth, all with medowes crown'd 
Without your fullamends, lle leauc heauen quite; 
D4, and the Dead, adorning with my light. 

The Cloud-herd anſwerd; Son! thou ſhalt be ours, 
Andlight thoſe mortals, in that Mine of flowres; 
My red hote flaſh , ſhall grafe but on their ſhip, 
Andeate it, burning, in the boyling deepe. 

This by Calypſo, I was told, and (he 
Inform'd it, from the verger Mercure. 

Come to our ſhip; I chid, and told by name 
Each man, how impiouſly hc was to blame. 

But chiding got no peace; the Beeues were flaine: 

When ſtraight the Gods, fore-wenttheir following paine 

With dire Oſtents, The hides, the fleſhhad loſt, 

Crept, all before them. As the fleſh did roſt 

It bellowd like the Oxe it ſelfe, aliue. 

And yet my ſouldiers, did their dead Beeues driue 

Through all theſe Prodigics,in daily feaſts. 

Sixe dates they banquered, and flue freſh beaſts, 

And when the ſeuenth day, overeduc't the wind 

Thatall the moneth rag, and fo in did bind 

Our (hip, and vs; was turnd, and calm'd; and we 

Lancht, put vp Maſts, Sailes hoiſed, and to Sea. 
The lland left fo farre; that land no where, 

But onely ſea, andskie,had powre tappeare; 

lone fixt a cloud aboue our ſhip; ſo blacke 

That all theſea it darkned. Yet from wracke 

She ranne a good free time : till from the Weſt 

Came Zephyreruffling forth; and purhis breaſt 

Our, ina ſinging tempeſt; ſo molt vaſt, 

le burſt the Gables, that made ſure our Maſt; 

Our Maſts came tumbling downe : our cartell Jowne, 

Ruſhttothe Pump : and by our Py/ors crowne 

The maine Maſt, paſt his fall; paſht all bis Skull, 

And all this wracke,but one flaw, made at full. 

Off trom the Sterne, the Sterneſman,diuing fell, 
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And from his finews, flew his Soule to hell. 
Together, all this time, 7oves Thunder chid; 
And through, and through the ſhipyhis lightning glid: 
Till itembrac'therround : her bulke was filld 
With naſty ſulphur ; and her men were killd: 
Tumbl'd to Sea, like Sea-mews {ſwumme about, 
And there the date oftheirreturne was out. 

I toſt from {ide to (de ſtill, rillall broke 
Her Ribs were with the ſtorme : and ſhe did choke 
With let-in Surges; for, the Maſt torne downe; 
Toreher vp pecemealezand for mero drowne 
Left little vndiſſolu'd. Bur to the Maſt 
There wasalether Thong left; which I caſt 
About it, and the keele; and ſo fat toſt 
With banefull wearher, till the Weſt had loſt 
His ſtormy tyranny. And then aroſe 
The South, thatbred me more abhorred woes; 
For backe againe his blaſts expelld me,quite 
On rauenous Charybdis . All that Night 
I cotter'd vp and downe, till Zighr, and I 
At Scyllas Rocke encounterd; and the nie 
Dreadfull Charybdis, As I draue on theſe, 
I (aw Charybas, ſupping vp the ſeas; 
And had gone vp together, if the tree 
Thar bore the wilde figs, had not reſcu'd me; 
To which T leapt, and left my keelezand hic 
Chambring vpon it, didas cloſe imply 
My breſt abour ir,as a Reremouſe could: 
Yet, might my feete,on no ſtub faſten hold 
To caſe my hands : the roots were crept ſolow 
Beneath the earth; and ſoaloft did grow 
The far-ſpred armes,that (though good heightl gat) 
I couldnot reach them. To the maine Bole,flat 
I therefore ſtill mult cling till vp againe 
She belcht my Maſt, and afterthar, amaine 
My keele came tumbling : ſoat length iechanc, 
Tome, as toa Iudge; that long aduanc't 
To iudgeaſort of hote yong fellowes iarres, 
 Atlengthtime frees him from their ciuill warres;

A hatefull ſernice, that diſſolydtheknees 
Of many a Soldier. Andtathis was I 
And famous /domene, enioyxnidt apply 
Our ſhips and pow'rs. Nox was thereto be heard 
One reaſon for deniall; ſoprefer'd | 
W as the vtireaſonable peoples munzor. 
Nine yeares we therefore fed the martialthumor, 
And in the tenth (de-peopling Paigans Towne) 
We ſail'd for home. Bur God hadquickly blowne

My mindeto much ruth : both howthou haſt err'd

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And ſufferd hearing, in ſuch good parts ſhovine: 
Bur what thy chang d relation would make knowne 
About Yiyſſes; I hold neither true; 
Nor will belecue : and what need'ſt thou purſue 
A Lyeſo raſhly ? Since he ſure isſo 
As 1 conceiue ; for which, my skill ſhall go: 
The ſafe returne my King lackes, cannot be 5

pg " This ſhook his Nerues the more. Butboth were now 
axairas; Brovughtto the Liſts; and vp did either throw 

His heauy fiſts. 71yſſes, in ſuſpence 
To ſtrike ſo home, that he ſhould fright from thence 
His Cow-herd ſoule(his trunke laide proſtrate there:) 
Ocrlethim take more leiſure to his feare, 
And ſtoope him by degrees. The laſt, ſhew'd beſt, 
To ſtrike him (lightly; out of feare the reſt

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Andthis high ſalutation : Frolicke,Gueſt ; 

And be thoſeriches thar you firſt poſſeſt 

Reſtor'd againe, with full as many ioyes, 

As in your poore ſtate, I ſee now annoyes. 
Amphinomu: (ſaide he) you ſceme to me 

Exceeding wiſe, as being the progeny

Hath told me was ſo : One of honour'd name, 

And greatreuennues in D#/ychius ; 

His faire name, Nz/us. He is blazon'd chus;

VVhich had ſuch life in Gold,that to the Gght 
It ſeem'd the Hinde it ſelfe for cuery hiew ; 
The Hound andal,ſo anſwering the view, 
That all admir'd all. I obſerw'd beſide 
His inner weed, ſo rarely beautifide, 
That dumbe amaze ic bred; and was as thin, 
As any dry and tender Onion kin : 
As ſoft *rwas too, and gliſter'd like the Sun. 
The women wereto louing wonder wun 
By him and by his weeds. Bur (by the way) 
You muſtexcuſe me, that I cannorſay 
* He brought this ſuite from home; or had itthere 
Sent for ſome Preſent ; or perhapselſewhere 
Receiu'dit for his gueſt-gift : For your Lord 
Had Friends not few: The Fleete did nor afford 
Many,that had not fewer. I beſtow'd 
A wcll-cdg'd ſword on him ; a Robe that flow'd 
In foulds, and fulneffe, and did reach hisfeere, 
Of richeſt purple : Brought him to his Fleere, - | 
VVith all my honor : And beſides (to add 
To all this ſifted circumſtance)he had 
A Herald there; in height, alittle more 
Put from the earth: that thicker ſhoulders wore ; 
A ſwarth complexion,and a curled head; 
His name Ewrybates; and much in ſtead, 
He ſtood your King, imploy'd in moſt command, 
Since moſt of all, his minde could vnderſtand. 
V'Vhen all theſe ſignes ſheknew, for chiefly trew ; 
Deſire of moane vpon her beauties grew : 
Andyet(cuen that defire ſuffic'd)ſhe ſaid. | 
Till this (my Gueſt) a wretched ſtate arraid | 
Your ill-vſd perſon: but from this houre forth, 
You ſhalbe ry ,and finde all the worth 
Thar fits a friend. Thoſe weeds theſe hands beſtow d 
From out my wardrobe : thoſe gold buttons ſow'd 
Before for cloſure,and for Ornament. 
Burt ncuer more, muſt his returne preſent 
The perſon that gaue thoſe adornments State. 
And therefore,vnder an abhorred Fate 
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V Vas heinduc't to feed the commune fame, 

Toviſit vile Trey; I, too vilero name. , pY 
No more yet mourne(faid he)nor thus ſee pinde 

Your louely perſon : {Weeping,wa#'s che Minde. 

Andyert I blame younor ; for any Dame 

That weds one yong,and brings ta him, his names 

(VVhar euer man he is)will mourne his lofle : 

Much more reſpeQtull chen,muſt ſhew your woes; 

That weepethus for /h/ſeszwho.(Fame ſaies) 

W as <qual with the Gods,in all his waies. 

But where no cauſe is, there muſt be no mone2 

And therefore heare me; my Relation 

Shal lay the cleere truth naked toyourview; 

I heard amongſithe Thefprors, for moſt trew, 

That Lord 71yſſesliu'd, and ſtood wftnow + 

On his returne for home : That wealth did flow 

In his poſſeſſion; which,he madenor knowne, 

Butbegg'd amongſt the people;fmce alone 

He quite was left: for all his men were laſt 

In getting off, from the Trinacrien Coalt; 

Joe and the Sun, was wroth with them, for rape 

Made of his Oxen ; and no manletfcape 

The rugged deepes of Neprune::Qnely he 

The Ships Keele onely kgeping,was by Sea 

Caſt on the faire Fhedcian Continent; 

VVhere men ſuruiue, that arethe Gods deſcent; 

Andlike a God recciu'd hin gave him heapes 

Of wealthy gifts, and would condu@his ſteps 

Themſclues ſate home : which,he might long ago 

His pleaſure make : but profit would not ſo. 

He gather'd going, and had mighty ſtore 

Of Gold in ſafegard : ſo beyond the Shore 

That commune ſailes kept,his high flood of wit 

Bore glorious top; and kf the world; for it 

Hath farre exceeded... All this hedontold, 

That doth the Scepter of Theſpretia hold : 

VVho ſwore to me,in houſhald facrifice, 

The Ship was lancht, and men to manthepriſe ;

More brought(and he 
yupplied beſides with ſweeteſt Oyntiments) ſhe 
tis ſeate drew neere the fire, to keepe him warme : 
And,with his pecc'trags,hiding cloſe his harme: 
cX Dd The 
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Yourfurther patience ; till, but in aword 

Le well my wocs to you : For well I know, 

Thar Reſts ſweet Houre, her ſoft foore orders now: 
V hen all poore men,how much ſocuer grieu'd, 
V Vould gladly get their wo-watcht pow rs relicu'd. 
Burt God hath giuen my griefe a heart ſo great, 

It will not downe with reſt. And fo Ifer 

My iu{dgement vp, to make it my delight. 

All day I mourne ; yetnothing let the righe 

1 owe my charge, both in my worke and Maids; 
And when the night brings reſt to others aides, 

I toſſe my bed ; Diftreſſe with twenty points, 
Slaught ring the pow'rs that to my turning joynts 
Convuey the virall heate. And as all night, 
Pandarews daughter (poore Edone) ſings,

To cruell death) poures out her hourely mone, 
And drawes the cares to her of euery one;' 

So flowes my mone, that cuts in two my minde, 
And here and there,giues my diſcourſe thewinde; 
Vncertain whether 1 ſhal with my Son! 

Abide ſtill heere, the ſafe poſſeſsion 

And guard of all goods :Reuerence tothe bed 
Ofmy lou'd Lord; and to my far-off fpred 

Fame with the people; putting ſtill in vſe ; 

Or follow any beſt Greeke I can chuſe | 

'To his fit houſe, with treaſure infinite 

VVon to his Nuptials. VVhile the infant plight 
And want of judgement kept my Son in guide; 
He was not willing with my being a Bride, 

Nor with my parting from his Court : But now 
(Arriu'd at mans ſtate) he would haue me vow 
My loue to ſome one of my wooers heere, 

And leaue his Court ; offended that their cheere

To ſettle then a choice in theſe my mones, 
Heare and expound a dreame, that did engraue 
My "rs 187 20 .T wenty Geeſe, haue;

Wirth this,Sleepe left me; and my waking way

Do not (ſaid he) deferte the gamcull priſe, 
Bur ſet to taske their importunities 
W ith ſomething elſe, then Nuprials: For your Lord 
VVill co his Court and Kingdome bereſtor'd, 
Before they thred thoſe ſtecles, or draw his Bow.

And yet a greater doubt imployes my care; 
Thar if their {laughters, in my reaches are, 
And I performe them; (7ove and you not pleaſd) 
How ſhall I flye their friends ? & would ſtand ſeal'd 
Of counſaile,to reſolue this core in me. 
Wretch(ſhe replied) a friend of worſe degree, 
Might win thy credence : that a morrall were, 
And vf{'d to ſecond thee ;though nothing nere 
So powerfull in performance, nor in care :

VVhom phebe, goodlineſle of ftaturerender'd, 
And to whoſe faire hands,wiſe Minerastender'd, 
The Loome and Needle. in their vtmoſt skill.

In horrid ſeruice. Yet, may ſuch Fate fall 
From ſtcepe Olympus, on my loathed head;

Thar I may vndergo the gloomy Shore, 
To viſit great Y.3//es ſoule ; before 
I ſooth myidle blood,and wed a wurſe: 
And yct, beneath how deſperate a curſe 
Dol lizenow? [tis anill,that may 
Be well indur'd, to mournethe whole long day; 
So nights {weete {]eepes (that make a man forget 
Both bad,and good) in ſome degree wouldler 
My thoughts leaue greeuing.But,both day and night, 
Some cruell God,giues my ſad memory fight. 
This night (we thought) 7yſesgrac'tmy bed 
In all the goodly ſtate, with which he led - 
The Grecian Army : which gaue joyes extreame

And wheat (mans Marrow.) Sleepethe cies did ſcale 


Of all the other women : hauing done 

Their viuallraske; which yer,this Dame alone 
Had ſcarſe giuen end to;being_of althe'reſt, 
Leaſt fit for labour. Bur when theſe ſounds, preſt 
Her cares, aboue the rumbling of her Mill : 


She letthat ſtand, look't out ; and heauens ſteepe hill 


Saw cleere, and temperate z which made her (vnware 
Of giuing any comfort to hi; care, 
In that ſtrange {1gne he pray'd for) thus inyoke. 
O King of men,and Gods; a mightyſtroke 
Thy thundting hand Jaide,on the cope of ſtarres ; 
No cloud in all the aire ; and therefore warres 
Thou bidſt to ſome men,in thy ſure Oſtent ; 
Performe to me (poore wretch) the maine cuent, 
And make this day, the laſt,and moſt extrcam, 
In which the wooers pride thall ſolace them 
With whooriſh Banquets in Y//es Roofe : 
That,wih ſad royle,to grinde them meale enough, 
Haue quite diflolu d my knees : vouchſafe then, now 
Thy thunders may their lateſt Feaſt foreſhow. | 
T his was the *Boone,/1yſes begg'd of /one; 
VVhich (with his Thunder)through his boſom droue 
Aioy,thatthis vant breath'd: Why now theſe men 
(Deſpite their pride) will Zave make,pay me paine. - 
By this, had other Maids then thoſe that lay, 
Mixt with the wooers; made a fire like day, 
Amidſt the-harth of the illuſtrious Hall : 
And then the Prince, like 'a Celeſtiall 
Roſe from his bed; to his embalm'd feere, tied 
Faire ſhooes : his {word about his breaſt applied; 
Tooke to his hand his ſharp-pil'd Lance, and met 
Amidſtthe Entry,his old Nurſe, that ſet 
His haſt,at ſodaine ſtand; To whom he faid :

He tooke her anſwere : Left the houſe, and went 
(Attended with his dogges) to ſift th' euent 
Ofpriuate Plots, betwixt him and his Sire 
In communecounſaile. Then the crueentire 
Of al the houſhold Maids,(Esr5e/ea)bad 
Beſtir them throughthe houſe; and ſeeirt clad 
In all beſt Forme : gaue all their parts; and one 
She ſet to furniſh euery ſeate and Throne . 
VVith Needle=workes,and purple clothes of State; 
Another ſet to ſcoure and cleanſe thePlate: 
Another, all the Tables to make proud 
VVith porous Sponges: Others,ſhe beſtow'd 
In all ſpeed to the Spring, to fetch from thence 
Fit ſtore of water; all,at all expence 
Ofpaines, ſhe will'dto be : For this,to all 
Should be a day of commune Feſtiuall ; 

And not a wooer now ſhould ſceke his home, 
Elſe where then there; But all were bid ro come 
Excecding early ;and be raif'd toheauen, 

With all the entertainment could be geuen. 

They heard with greedy eares; and euery thing 
Put ſtraightin praQtiſe: Twenty to the Spring 
Made ſpced for water, Manyin the houſe 
Tooke paines; and all,were both laborious 
And skill'din labour. Many fellro Fell 
And cleaue their wood : & all did more then well. 

Thentroopt theluſty wooers in; andthen 
Came all from Spring.At their heeles; loaded men 
VVith ſlaughter'd Brawnes: of all the Herd,the prize, 
That had bene long fed vp in ſeuerall Sties. 
Eumew,and his men,conucid them there. 

He (ſecing now the King)beganto chere, 
And thus ſaluted him : How now, my Gueſt? 
Haue yet your vercues found more intereft 
In theſe great wooers good reſpets? Or ſhll 
Purſue they you,with all their wontedill ? 

I would to heauen, Eamew (he replide) 

The Deities once would take in hand their pride 
That ſuch vnſecmly faſhions pur in frame 
In others Roofes,as ſhew no ſparke of ſhame, 
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' Thustheſe; and to theſe came Melanthins, 
Great guardian of the moſt egregious 
Rich wooers Herds, conſiſting all of Goats : 
Y Vhich he,with two more draue, & madetheir coats 
The ſounding Forticos of that faire Court. 
Melznthizs (1cciog the Kihg) this former ſorr 
Ofvpland Language gaue: V Vhar? ſtill ſtay heere ? 
And dull theſe wooers with thy wretched cheere ? 
Not gone for ever,yet ? why nowl ſee 
This Arife of cuffes ani. the begpery, 
(Thar yeſterday aſſaid,to gerthee gone) 
And thy more roguery, needs wil fall vpon 
My hands to arbitrate. Thou wiltnothence 
Till I ſer on thee : thy ragg'd impudence 
Is fo faſt footed. Are there not beſide 
Other great Banquerants, but you muſtride 
At anchor ſtil with vs > He okintas 
But thought of ill enough,and ſhooke his head; 
Then came Philetius (a chiefe of men) 
Thatto the wooers all-deuouring den 
A barren Stere draue, and fat Goats;for they 
In cuſtome were, with Traffiquers by ſca, 
That who they would ſent; and had vrterancethere; 
And tor theſe likewiſe, the faire Porches were 
Hurdles, and Sheep-pens, as in any Faire. 
Phaztius tooke note in his repaire, 
Of ſcene Ylyſ/es; being a man as well 
Giuen to his minds vie as ro buy & ſell; 
Or do the drudgery that the blooddetir'd; 
And (ſtanding neere Exmews) this enquir'd. 
V'Vhat Gueſt is this,that makes our houſe of late 
His entertainer? whence claimeshe rhe ftate 
His birch in this life holds ? what Nation? 
V Vhat race? what country ſtandshis fpeech ? 
Ore hardly portion'd, by thererrible Fares, "ap 
The ſtructure of his Lineaments relares 
A Kings reſemblancein his pompe ofreigne 
Eventhus,in theſe rags. But pooreerring men 
T!1at haue no firme homes,butrange here and there 
As Need compels, God keepesimthis earths ſphere, 
As vnder water: and this tune he ſings, 
VVhen he is ſpinning cuen the cares of Kings. 
This comming to him; withakindeot teare 
He rooke his hand; and(tauch't exceedingneare 
VVith meere imagination of his worth) 
This falutation he ſent forth. 
Health! Father ſtranger ; in another world 
Be rich and happy: though chowhere arthurld 
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Ar feere of neuer ſuch inſulting Neede. 
Q /onz, tizer< liues no one God of thy ſcede 
More 1l] to man, then thou. Thoutak ft no ruth 
(V Vhen thou thy ſclte haſt gothim, inmoſt truth :) 
Towra» him inthe ftraites of moſt diſtreſle, 
And in the curſe of others wickedneſle. 
* My browes haue ſwet ro ſee it; and mine eyes 
Broke all in teares; when this being ſtillthe guiſe 
Of worthieſt men, I haue but onely thought, 
Thar downe to theſe ils,was /15//es wrought ; 
And rthar (thus clad) cucn he is error driuen, 
If yethe liues,and ſees the light of heauen.

And pray his ruth. Thelaſt was the decree t 
His choiſe reſo]u'd on. Twixt the royall Throne, 
And that faire T ablethat che Bolle ſtood on 
VVith which they ſacrific'd;his Harpe helaide 
Along the carth; the Kings knees hugg'd,and faide : 
Vlyſſes! Let my prayers obtaine of thee | 
My ſacred skils reſpe&, and ruth to mee. 
Ir will heereafter gricuethee to haucſlaine 
A Poer,that doth fing to Gods ahd men. 
I, ofmy ſelfeam taught : for God alone, 
All ſorts of ſong hath in my boſome ſowne : 
AndI, as to a God,will ſing to thee ; 
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Then do nor thou deale like the Prieſt,with me . 
Thine owne Jou'd fonne Telemachas will ſay, 
That not to beg heere ; norwith willing way 
W as my acceſle to thy high Court addreſt, 
To giue the wooers my ſong after Feaſt; 
Bur being many, and ſo much more ſtrong; 
They torc't me hither,and compell'd my Song. 
This did the Princes ſacred vertuec heare ;

Made from more death. But all, laid proſtrate there 
In blood and gore he ſaw : whole ſholes chey were z 
Andlay as thicke, as in a hollow creake 

VVichour tie white Sea,when the Fiſhers breake 
Their many-meihed Draught-net vp, there lye 
Fiſh frisking on the Sands; and faine the dry 
VVould tor che wer change. Burt thal-ſeeing beam 
The Sun cxlales,hath fuckt their lives from them z 
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So,one by other, ſprau'd the wooers there. 
Viyſſes,and his Son then, bid appeare 
The Nurſe Eurclea, to let her heare 
His minde in ſomething, fit for her affaire, 
 Heop't the doore,and call'd ; and faid, Repaire 
Grave Matron, longſince borne; that arr our Spy 
To all this houſes ſeruile huſwifery : 
My Father cals thee, to impart ſome thought 
_ Thataskesthy ation. His word;found in nought 
 Herſlacke obſeruance, who ſtraight op'tthe dore 
And enter'd to him ; when himſelfe before 
Had left the Hall. But there, the King ſhe view'd 
Amongſt the {laine, with blood and gore embrew'd : 
And as a Lyon ſculking all in Night, 
Farre off in Paſtures; and come home, all dight 
In jawes and breſt-lockes, with an Oxes blood, 
New feaſted on him, his lookes full of mood ; 
So look't Yiy/ses; all his hands and feete 
Freckl'd with purple. When whiclfightdid greete 
The poore old woman(ſuch workes being for cyes 
Ofno ſoft temper) out ſhe brake in cries ; 
VVhoſevent, though ——_— opened;he yet cloſd, 
Cal'd her more neere, and thus her plaints' compoſd; 
Forbeare; nor ſhricke thus : But vent joyes as loud ; 
It is nopiety to bemone the prond: 
Though ends befall rhem, moumg neere ſomuch, 
Thele are the portions of the Gods to ſuch, 
Mens owne impieties, in their initant act, 
Suſtaine their plagues; which are withſtay but rackt.. 
But theſe men, Gods nor men.hadin cſtceme : 
Nor good, norbad,had any ſence inthem. 
Their liucs dire&tly ill, were therefore cauſe 
That Death in theſe ſterne formes; ſo deepely drawes, 
Recount then to me, thoſe licentious Dames, 
Thar loſt my honor,and their ſexes ſhames. 
Ile tell you truly (ſhe replied,) There are 
Twice fiue and twenty women here,thar ſhare

Butler me go, and giue hernoticenow 


Ofyour arriuall. Sure ſome God doth ſhow

That 
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That all theſe vprores beares,and neuer wakes. 
Nor wake her yet (ſaid he) but cauſe ro come 
Thoſe twelue light women, tothis vtter roome. 
She made all vtmoſthaſte,to come and go, 
And bring the women he had ſummon'd ſo. 
Then,both his Swaines and Son, he bad, go call 
The women to their aide, and cleere the Hall 
Of thoſe dead bodies : Clenſe eachboord,& Throne 
V Vith wetted Sponges: which, with fitneſle, done; 
He bad rake allthe Strumpets, twixt the wall 
Of his firſt Courr; and that roomenext the Hall; 
In which, the veſſell of the houſe were ſcour'd; 
And in their boſomes ſheath their cuery ſword, 
Till all their ſoules were fled; and they had then, 
Felt 'rwas but paine to ſport with lawleſle men. 
This ſaid ; the womencame,alldrown'din mone, 
And weeping bitterly. Bur firſt, was done 
The bearing thence the dead: all which, beneath 
The Porticothey ſtowd, where death on death 
They heap t together. Then tooke all, the paines 
Vhyſses will d. His Sonne yet,and the Swaines 
VVithparing-ſhouels wrought : The women bore 
Their parings forth ; and altheclotter'd gore. 
The houſe then clenſd, they brought the women our, 
And put them in a roome,ſfo wall'd about, 
That no meanes ſeru'd their ſad eſtates to flye. 
Then aide Telemachus, Theſe ſhall nor dye 
A death that lers out any wanton blood, 
And vents the poiſon that gaue Luſt her foode, 
The body clenling ; but a death that chokes 
The breath, and all rogether, that provokes 
And ſeemes as Bellowes, to abhorred Luſt ; 
That both on my head, pour'd depraues vniuſt, 
And on my Mothers; (candaling the Court, 
VVith men debauchr, in ſo abhorr'd aſorrt. 
This faid ; a Halſer of a ſhip they caſt 
About a crofſe beame of the roofe ; which faſt 
They madeabour their neckes, in twelue parts cut z 
Andhal'd them vp ſo high, they could nor pur 
Their feere to any ſtay. As which was done, 
Looke how a Mauis, or a Pygeon 
In any Groue, caught with a Sprindge, or Net, _ 
VVirh ſtrugling Pinions 'gainſt the ground dothbear 
Her tender body;and that then-ſtreight bed 
Is ſowre to that ſwindge, in which ſhe was bred; 
0 ſtriu'd rheſe raken Birds, till euery one 
Her pliant halter, had enforc't vpon 
Her ftubborne necke; and then aloft was haul'd 
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To wretched death. A little ſpace they ſprauld 
Their feet faſt mouing; but were quickly ſtill. 

Then fetcht they downe Melanthins,to fulfill 
Theequall execution; which was done 
In Portall ofthe Hall; and thus begun: 

They firſt lic both his Noſethrils, cropr each care; 
His Members tugg'd off, which the dogges did teare, 
And chop vp bleeding ſweer zand while red hot 
Trevicc-abhorring blood was ; off they ſmote 
His hands and feet, and there that worke had end:

(1 hope) to heare it after; tell menow : 
The greateit p eaſure i before to know. 
Vnhappy? (ſaid /1y/5es) To what end 
Importune you this labour ? It willfend © © 
Nor you,nor me,delight ; but you'ſhall know, 
I was commanded, yermore to beſtow + 
My yeares in trauailez many Cities more 
By Sea to viſit : and whenfirſt for ſhore 
Ileft my ſhipping, I was will'd ro rake 
A nanall Oare in hand; and with'iit'make 
My paſſage forth gill ſuch ſtrange men met, 
A+ knew no Sea, nor cuer ſalt dideat IO 
VVith any vides: who the purple beakes * * 
O: Ships did neuer ſee : nor that which breakes 
The waues in curles,,which is a-Fan-like Oate;' 
And ſerues as wings, with which a ſhip dottrfoare. 
Tolet me know thengwhen I was arrin'd 
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On that ſtrange earth, where ſuch a people liu'd. 
He gaue me this for an vofaili.:g ſigne : 
When any one, that tooke that Oare of mine 
Borne on my ſhoulder, for a Corne-clenſe Fan, 
I met aſhore; and thew'd to be a man 
Ofthat Lands labour : There had I command 
To fixemine Oare; and offer on that ſtrand 
T'imperiall Neptune (whom I muſt implore)

V Vhile this diſcourſe ſpent mutual ſpeech, the bed 
Earynome and Nurſe had made; and ſpred

Their parcel gilt thereon. To bed the went 
The aged Nurſe ; and where their Soueraignes were, 
Eurynome (the Chamber-maid) did beare 
A Torch, and went beforethem to their reſt: 
To which ſhe left them; and for hers addreſt. 
The King and Queene then, now(asnewly wed)

By ſodaine Tempeſt, to the fiſhy maine; 
And quite diftraQtion from his courſe againe. 
His landing at the Leſtrigonian Port, 
V Vhere ſhips and men,in miſerable ſort, 
Met all their ſpoiles; his ſhip,and he, alone 
Got off from the abhorr'd confuſion, 
His paſſe to Circe; her deceits,and Arts : 
His thence deſcenſionto th'infernall parts : 
His lifes courſe of the Thebane Prophetlearred, 
VVhere,all the ſlaughter'd Grecians he deſtern'd, 
And loued Mother. His aſtoniſht eare 
VVith what the Syrexs voices made him heare. 
His ſcape from th'erring Rockes, which Sey/s was, 
And rough Cherybdi, with the dangerous paſſe 
Ofall that toucht there : His Srcilian 
Offence giuen to the Sun: His euery man 
Deſtroy'd by thunder, vollied out of heauen, 
Thar ſplit his Ship; his owne endeuours driuen 
To ſhift ſor ſuccours on th'0gygien ſhore, 
VVhere Nimph Cahp/o, ſuch affeion bore 
To him in his arrinall: Tha: with feaſt 
She kept him in her Caues, and would haue bleſt 
His welcome life, with an immortall ſtate ; 
VVould he haue ſtaid, and liu'd her Nuprtiall mate: 
All which,ſhe neuer could perſwade him to. 
His paſſe to the Pheaciens, ſpent in wo :

Ile forrage, to ſupply with ſome; and more, 
The ſuffering Grecians ſhall be made reſtore, 
Euen till our ſtalles recciue their wonred fall. 

And now, to comfort my good Fathers ill 
Long ſuffer'd for me: Tothe many-tree'd 
And ample Vineyard grounds, it is decreed 
In my next care, that I muſt haſte,and ſee 
His long'd-for preſence. Inthe meane time, be 
Your wiſedome vide; that fince (the Sun aſcended)

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And faſhion ofhis,inſtant told returne, 
Or ſtay ch'impulſion ; and the long day burne 
Of his quite loſſe giuen, in his Fathers feare, 
A little longer : trying firſt his cheare 
With ſome free dalliarce ; th'earneſt being ſo neare. 
This courſe his choiſe preferr'd, and forth he went: 
His Father then, his aged ſhoulders bent 
Beneath what yeares had ſtoop't; about a Tree 
Buſily Cigging: O,old man (ſaid he) 
You want no «kill, todrefle and decke your ground, 
For all your Plants doth order'd diſtance bound : 
No Apple, Peare,or Olive, Fig,or Vine 1

No care vpon your ſelte; though to this ſhow

That any ſloth you vſe, x rocures your Lord 
Toletan old man, goſo much abhord |
